A revolutionary roadway redesign will 
bring transportation equality to Prospect 
Park’s main street by removing a lane of 
car traffic and giving the space to pedes- 
trians and cyclists, park officials say. 

The street revamp will provide roughly 


the same amount of asphalt to all modes 
of transit by repurposing the road’s center 
lane — which is used by motorists during 
rush hour — and dedicating it entirely to 
cyclists, under a proposal unveiled by a 
panel of city officials on Tuesday. 

Cars would keep the right lane while 
pedestrians would gain full use of the left

lane, which is currently split between cy- 
clists and walkers during the hours that 
automobiles are allowed in the park. 

“We think it’s an opportunity to improve 
safety,” said Prospect Park administrator 
Emily Lloyd, who is president of the Pros- 
pect Park Alliance and heads the panel of

Whole Foods has the green 
light to sell organic produce and 
fancy cheese on the shore of the 
Gowanus Canal — and the posh 
grocer says it could begin con- 


struction on its first Brooklyn 
outpost as early as April. 

The Board of Standards and 
Appeals unanimously approved 
the supermarket giant’s pro- 
posal to build a White House- 
sized megastore at Third Ave- 


nue and Third Street on Tuesday, 
granting the greenest of green- 
grocers special permission to 
skirt zoning rules. 

Whole Foods has permis- 
sion to build a 58,000 square- 
foot shop on a space slated for 


less than one fifth of that, be- 
cause the panel determined the 
site is “burdened by unique con- 
ditions.” 

The planned Whole Foods 
is scheduled to open in early

The Park Slope Food Co-op’s 
campaign to ban Israeli food prod- 
ucts is a hate-spewing affront on 
the Jewish State that will injure 
the whole human race, conserva- 


tive media personality Glenn Beck 
told a packed crowd in Crown 
Heights last Wednesday. 

The famed talking head called 
the market’s proposed boycott on 
Israeli-made or grown products 
“anti-Semitic” at a fundraiser for 
a Jerusalem museum. 


“What is happening with the 
Food Co-op where they are se- 
riously considering a boycott of 
Israel?” he said, likening the sug- 
gested ban to a subtle version of 
drawing swastikas. 

“When you use words like ‘I’m 
just anti-Israel’ or ‘I’m just anti- 


Zionist’ — that’s anti-Semitic.” 
Supporters of Israel crowded 
into a Razag Ballroom, a Jew- 
ish community center and wed- 
ding hall, to hear the man famous 
for his chalkboard-abetted rants, 
fits of crying, and theories about

Brooklyn parents want the best for 
their kids — even when it comes 
to tattoos. 

DUMBO designer Tina Roth 
Eisenberg is on a mission to trans- 
form tacky temporary tats into de- 
signer accessories, bringing a bit of 
class to the quarter machine staple 
with her brand Tattly. 

“Temporary tattoos are just part of 
being a kid,” said Eisenberg, Tattly’s 
Swiss-born founder and the master- 
mind behind the design blog Swiss 
Miss. “Why not have really cool ones 
instead of crappy ones?” 


Thanks to the mom-of-two’s trusty 
network of graphic designers, children 
and commitment-wary adults alike 
are flexing biceps adorned with pop- 
sicles, mustachioed rocket men, and 
diamond-encrusted boom boxes — all 
without going under the needle.

The Fulton Mall is starting to look 
like, well, a mall. 

A Gap Factory Store opened Friday 
at the corner of Gallatin Place, mark- 
ing the latest suburban- style addition 
to a retail corridor long considered to 
be Main Street for black shoppers in 
Brooklyn. 

The Gap falls into a commercial row 
lined with several national chains like 
Aeropostale and Aldo, which recently 
set up shop alongside the street’s once 
ubiqituous electronics outlets, jewelry 
merchants and streetwear purveyors 
— local retailers that could be forced 
off the thoroughfare entirely, accord- 
ing to Downtown real estate expert 


Bob Hebron. 

“The day of the deli and the small 
shoe store and the gold chains is gone,” 
said Hebron, partner and vice president 
of the commercial real estate firm In- 
gram & Hebron. 

Shoppers seemed excited about the 
Gap Factory Store on opening day, as 
customers grabbed marked-down jeans 
and dresses and lines stretched from 
the registers to the fitting rooms in 
the back. 

A store manager says the company 
decided to open on the Fulton Mall be- 
cause of the high demand at the Gap’s 
location at the Kings Plaza shopping 
center — a decision that certainly makes 
things easier for Gap -lover Deborah

Straphangers: Don't cut 'The Brooklyn Local'

The reopening of a long-shut- 
tered entrance at the Fourth Av- 
enue-Ninth Street station prom- 
ises Park Slopers greater subway 
access — but it also marks the 
beginning of the end of an ex- 
tension of the G train that pro- 
vides a crucial transit link be- 
tween North and Brownstone 


Brooklyns. 

Commuters will no longer need 
to cross six busy lanes of traffic 
to hop the train after the Metro- 
politan Transportation Authority 
wrapped up a station facelift last 
Thursday, ticking off another item 
in the agency’s massive renova- 
tion of the F train line between the 
Carrol Street and the Fourth Av- 
enue-Ninth Street stations. 


Yet with every bit of progress 
in the agency’s $257.5 million re- 
habilitation of the Culver Viaduct, 
the G train extension — which 
two and a half years ago brought 
service to the Fourth Avenue- 
Ninth Street, Seventh Avenue, 
Prospect Park-1 5th Street, Fort 
Hamilton Parkway and Church 
Avenue stations — moves closer 
to its last stop. 



The beloved extension of 
the G train could come to an 
end when the MTA finishes 
its renovation of the so- 
called Culver Viaduct. 


The agency lengthened the G 
train’s route when it started work 
at the line’s terminus at Smith- 
Ninth Street, connecting the bor- 
ough from Greenpoint to Kens- 
ington with one-seat service 
befitting the nickname “The 
Brooklyn Local.” 

But the MTA is only obligated 
to keep the train running at those 
stations until the project is fin- 
ished next winter. 

MTA Spokesman Charles 
Seaton told The Brooklyn Pa- 
per that “a decision hasn’t been 
made” about whether the agency 
would keep the G train running 
at those five stations come next

Controversial charter pitches another school

A politically connected 
charter school network that 
is being sued after promis- 
ing to open a school in one 
district, then opening it else- 
where, says it wants to come 
back to the area it jilted. 

The latest addition to the 
rapidly expanding Success 
Charter Network is a pro- 
posed K-8 facility that would 
open in fall of 2013 in Dis- 
trict 13, which includes parts 
of Downtown, Brooklyn 
Heights, Fort Greene, Clin- 
ton Hill and Bedford-Stuy ve- 
sant — a swath of the borough 
it controversially skirted af- 
ter getting the go-ahead from 
the state to launch an elemen- 
tary school in the zone. 

Jenny Sedlis, a director 
at the charter superpower 


headed by former Manhattan 
Councilwoman EvaMoskow- 
itz, said the proposed school 
will be a boon to neighbor- 
hood parents. 

“Families across New 
York City share a common 
goal — providing their chil- 
dren with the very best edu- 
cation possible,” said Sedlis, 
whose charter group already 
runs two schools in Bedford- 
Stuy vesant and is trying to 
open two charters in Prospect 
Heights and Crown Heights, 
one in Williamsburg and one 
in Cobble Hill. “That’s what 
we want to provide.’” 

Success officials declined 
to say which under- capac- 
ity public schools they are 
eyeing as possible shared 
homes for their new char- 
ter, but said the school will 
start with 180kindergartners 


and first-graders before add- 
ing more grade levels. 

Sedlis say that more than 
1,500 residents of District 13 
have signed a petition sup- 
porting a new Success Acad- 
emy — but some parents 
are furious with the charter 
chain, claiming its schools 
take valuable space from 
struggling public schools. 

“This is a corporate take- 
over of public schools,” said 
Cobble Hill parent Gloria 
Mattera. “Eva Moskowitz 
can do whatever she wants, 
and the mayor and chancel- 
lor allow it to happen.” 

Mattera is part of a cadre 
of parents who filed a law- 
suit against Success earlier 
this month, arguing that the 
network circumvented state 
rules by putting an elemen- 
tary school in Cobble Hill, 


a posher section of District 
15, when it was only ap- 
proved to open in the Down- 
town district or District 14, 
which includes Williams- 
burg, Greenpoint and Bed- 
ford- Stuy vesant. 

Rob Perris, district man- 
ager of Community Board 
2, said that many residents 
are suspicious of the charter’s 
business plans because of its 
previous switcheroo. 

Success Charter Network is 
also facing a backlash in Wil- 
liamsburg, where moms and 
dads are trashing Moskowitz’s 
academy as a “corporate char- 
ter chain” that didn’t advertise 
to minority groups. 

Success supporters — in- 
cluding Mayor Bloomberg — 
say its schools are some of 
the highest-ranking in the 
state.

was expecting to give birth 
in two weeks, but she began 
to have contractions at 5:30 
pm at her Newel Street home 
during a video team meet- 
ing with other Occupy pro- 
testers. 

The demonstrators played 
the role of doula as best as 
they could as Economopou- 
los went into labor in her liv- 
ing room. 

About 45 minutes later, 
Jones called a cab — but the 
taxi never made it to the hos- 
pital. 

As they drove toward 
Greenpoint Avenue, the situ- 
ation became critical and the 
cabbie pulled over. 


Economopoulos’s husband 
squeezed his wife’s hips to 
help with the pain, but that 
didn’t work. 

“I said, no, don’t squeeze, 
pull my pants down, there’s 
a head there,” she said. 

The cab driver got out of 
his car and waved orange 
flags directing traffic un- 
til two ambulances and six 
police cars arrived at the 
scene. 

“I didn’t even push it just 
came out,” Economopoulos 
said in a video posted on You- 
Tube titled “Occupy Baby.” 
“I thought I had a poop and 
then there was a head. Jason 
caught the baby!” 

Fire Department para- 


medics cleaned the baby, 
put Economopoulos on a 
stretcher, placed her in an 
ambulance, cut the baby’s 
umbilical cord, and drove to 
Bellevue Hospital as Jones 
filmed the whole thing. 

“We had it in the cab,” said 
Jones. “She’s totally fine. 
We’re here in the hospital. 

1 caught it in the cab.” 

Later that night, Econ- 
omopoulos posted on her 
Facebook page, “Well that 
was unexpected. Baby came 

2 wks early, labor was a lit- 
tle more than an hour from 
start to finish. Jason deliv- 
ered her in the back of a cab. 
We only got 2 blocks from 
the house! Everyone’s healthy 
and happy. Thx for the well 
wishes!” 

Friends said that the story 
of their birth is “completely 


fitting.” 

“Anyone who knows 
Beka, and has seen her in 
action as an organizer, is 
not surprised by her amaz- 
ing calm, aplomb, and lucid- 
ity while she does the mi- 
raculous,” said Williamsburg 
resident Cynthia Walker, a 
fellow parent. 

And city Taxi and Lim- 
ousine Commissioner Da- 
vid Yassky offered his bless- 
ing. 

“There’s something so 
special about being born in 
Brooklyn that this beautiful 
young lady just couldn’t wait 
to be here!” said Yassky. 

The protesting power cou- 
ple named the baby Mila 
Amie Economopoulos Jones 
and are now back in Green- 
point celebrating their new 
family.

parks and transportation of- 
ficials, cycling advocates and 
cops that hatched the plan. 
“It’s one lane for each group 

— all the time.” 

The egalitarian new road- 
way revamp, which could 
hit the street as soon as late 
spring, comes after several se- 
rious crashes — some of them 
nearly fatal — between cy- 
clists and walkers on the tree- 
flanked street. It also comes 
after park critics called the 
road’s current markings con- 
fusing and pushed for an all- 
out elimination of automotive 
traffic in the greensward. 

The design, crafted by the 
Prospect Park Road Sharing 
Taskforce, dedicates 10 feet of 
roadway to cars, 10 feet to cy- 
clists, and 14 feetofroadway to 
pedestrians and child cyclists 
who aren’t comfortable riding 
on the grown-up lane. 

Bikers and runners 
cheered the plan — which 
closely resembles a 2008 pro- 
posal by bicycle advocates 

— at a public meeting at the 
park’s picnic house, saying 
it will save lives and bring 
order to the sometimes cha- 
otic path. 

But they also used the 
forum as an opportunity to 
ask for a total ban on cars 
in the park. 

“This is a major step in 
the right direction,” said 
longtime cycling supporter 
Eric McClure. “However, I 
don’t think it quite goes far 
enough.” 

McClure called for a trial 
period in which the city closes 
the park to cars during sum- 
mer months — an idea echoed 
by other park-goers who 
praised the plan, but even- 
tually want a roadway with 
no automobiles. 

“Think about how many 
streets we have in New York 
and how few places like Pros- 
pect Park there are,” said Jo- 
anna Oltman Smith. “This is 
a national treasure [and] I’m 
horrified about the way cars 
speed on the drive.” 

Motorists, however, 
claim the proposal and the 
mentality of cycling advo- 
cates makes them feel per- 
secuted. 

“It’s another plan that de- 
monizes drivers,” said Marc 
Russo, a driver from Park 
Slope. “Not everybody lives 
[the cyclist] lifestyle.” 

He said motorists have 
already given up plenty of 
street space to make way for 
bike lanes, as was the case on 
the controversial bike path on 


Prospect Park West. 

Thanks to the plan, the city 
says drivers who enter the park 
on weekdays from 7 am to 9 
am and 5 pm to 7 pm should 
expect their jaunts to take about 


seven seconds longer. 

That delay sparked fear 
among some neighbors, 
who worry that the 700 au- 
tos that use the park each hour 
in the morning would flood 
streets in surrounding neigh- 
borhoods. 

“I’m concerned we’re 
gonna have traffic backing 


up,” said Windsor Terrace 
resident Joan Botti. 

Lloyd said the plan also 
calls for increased enforce- 
ment, outreach and better sig- 
nage on the street, and said 
the panel would meet soon 
to discuss feedback from the 
hearing — and potentially 
make tweaks.

Start me up! 

Tech companies boot up 
in Nassau Street space

A Nassau Avenue warehouse is bringing a bit of the 
Silicon Valley to Brooklyn’s “Garden Spot.” 

Eager engineers and web workers are buzzing around 
a new communal Greenpoint office space called The 
Yard, which has already attracted 65 companies and be- 
come home to a thriving start-up scene since it opened 
its doors in November. 

Most of the 200 or so tech workers who share space 
on the building’s third floor traded in their Manhattan 
offices to move to Brooklyn — and for many of them 
the commute is the best part of their new abode. 

“All of us live in Brooklyn, so what was the point of 
going into Manhattan?” said Cezary Pietrzak, whose com- 
pany Wander fly is launching a personalized travel web- 
site this month. “I only have a five minute bike ride or a 
15 minute walk, so it’s not a hard commute to work.” 

The warehouse boasts tenants including an Internet 
security firm, scores of web developers, and designers 
who market online — but it’s also got the casual vibe 
of a tech start-up. 

“It’s so much easier,” said Regine Raab, who designs 
custom pet accessories including dog beds, leashes and 
collars for Waggo and used to work in Manhattan. “It’s 
nice to be in a community with other entrepreneurs — 
and I can bring my dog to work.” 

Greenpoint isn’t the first Brooklyn neighborhood to 
experience a tech boom. 

Some of the city’s largest and best-known web com- 
panies, including Etsy and the digital marketing agency 
Prolific Interactive, have planted roots in DUMBO. 

And in the past year, Brooklyn’s growing tech scene 
has helped push the number of venture capital invest- 
ment deals inked in New York above the number signed 
in Boston — putting the city in second place in the tech 
race behind the Silicon Valley and purportedly spark- 
ing another East Coast-West Coast rivalry. 

The start-up community growing at The Yard is still 
forming and web workers have been reaching out to 
businesses in the area to share ideas during monthly 
“breakfast clubs” and pub crawls — another perk for 
the neighborhood’s newest entrepreneurs. 

“We like the neighborhood because of the concentra- 
tion of other tech companies here,” said Dean Mekkawy, 
who is launching the online security service Spotflux. 
“Plus there’s a beer garden downstairs.”

Patties are staying put 

Pastry seller in Barclays' shadow makes a deal

A beloved Jamaican 
patty purveyor will stay in 
his Prospect Heights pastry 
shop despite a landlord-ten- 
ant flare-up that almost re- 
sulted in another real estate 
turnover near the soon-to- 
open Barclays Center. 

Paul Haye, owner of Chris- 
tie’s Jamaican Patties on 
Flatbush Avenue and Ster- 
ling Place, claims he struck 
a deal with his landlord, who 
last fall sued him over rent, 
putting the 45 -year-old eat- 
ery’s future in jeopardy. 

Property owner Lina Feng 
claimed the Caribbean food 
joint owed her $20,000 in fees 
for late rent and other bills, but 
she dropped the lawsuit in ex- 
change for a $20,000 checkand 
arenthike of $1,300 permonth, 
according to Haye. 

“Thank God we were able 
to come up with the money,” 
he said. “In the end, it’s quite 


foolhardy to be fighting with 
your landlord; she’s always 
going to win.” 

Haye admitted he paid rent 
late on occasion, but said his 
landlord invented the $20,000 
figure in order to pressure 


him out and make way for 
high-end retailers that would 
cater to a stadium crowd. 

But he claims writing 
a check was a better solu- 
tion than a drawn-out court 
battle. 


Feng — who came under 
fire last year for welcoming a 
controversial planned sports 
bar to the neighborhood — 
declined to talk about the 
compromise, saying, “No 
comment. Goodbye,” before 
hanging up the phone. 

Before the resolution of the 
food fight, which was first re- 
ported by Here’s Park Slope, 
neighborhood patty-lovers 
rallied behind Christie’s, say- 
ing Haye’s $2 flaky meat- 
filled treat — which one on- 
line reviewer called “the best 
damn patties on the planet” 
— is one of the area’s best 
and cheapest lunches. 

Haye hopes his pastry shop 
will find new fans among the 
hoopsters who flock to Nets 
games this fall, but he fears 
he might struggle to cover 
the extra $1,300 in rent he 
has agreed to pay. 

“We’re here for the time 
being, ” Haye said. “We’re 
just holding on.”

Gas shut off in public housing 



Independence Tower residents and Democratic 
District Leader Lincoln Restler say the city must 
quickly fix a gas leak and restore service because 
electric burners are not sufficient.

Residents of a Williams- 
burg public housing tower 
fear they will be cooking 
with hot plates for as long 
as a year because of a gas 
leak in the basement of their 
Taylor Street building. 

City housing workers shut 
off the gas at Independence 
Towers on Taylor Street on 
Feb. 14 to stop the leak and 
a city Housing Authority of- 
ficial told tenants that ser- 
vice won’t be restored for 
at least six months and pos- 
sibly as long as a year, resi- 
dents said. 

An agency spokeswoman 
told The Brooklyn Paper that 
a contractor should be able to 
finish the repairs within four 
or five weeks and said the au- 
thority has not given residents 
an official time frame for the 
project — and that has ten- 
ants boiling. 

“I went to the Housing Au- 


thority yesterday and [an offi- 
cial] gave me the runaround 
and told me the best thing to do 
is to go to Congress,” said Pa- 
mela Cowherd, who has lived 
in the building for 10 years. “I 
thought he was joking.” 
Instead, tenants have been 


cooking on cheap, city-pro- 
vided electric burners. 

Williamsburg resident 
Mayra Ducos threw away 
her pots — and her dinner — 
because the hot plates singed 
them. This week, she has al- 
ready spent $146 for food for 


her family of three. 

“I’m spending money buy- 
ing food, there’s no other 
way,” said Ducos. “I have a 
13 -year-old. He’s hungry ev- 
ery hour.” 

And Hasidic families, who 
make up about 80 percent of 
the building’s 122 house- 
holds, are scrambling to pre- 
pare enough food for the up- 
coming Purim and Passover 
holidays. 

“There’s no way to cook or 
bake with this [burner], I’ve 
been shopping, cooking a little 
and buying the rest,” said one 
Orthodox woman who gave 
her name as M. Weiner. 

Public officials urged the 
city to fix the leak and restore 
service quickly. 

“There are families here 
with eight, 10, and 12 people, 
and they cannot provide for 
them on an electric burner,” 
said Williamsburg District 
Leader Lincoln Restler. “We 
need the gas back on now!”

Red Hook seafarers: Save our ship! 

Oil tanker-turned-art space Mary Whalen needs new port

An historic fuel tanker is 
sinking in a sea of red tape 
— and its captains fear they 
must sell the floating cultural 
center for scrap if they can’t 
find it a permanent port by 
April 30. 

PortSide NewY ork, a mar- 
itime education group, has 
been waiting three years to 
anchor the Mary Whalen at 
Atlantic Basin in Red Hook, 
and after long- stalled nego- 
tiations with the city and the 
Port Authority the neighbor- 
hood’s seafarers say they can 
wait no longer. 

“The Atlantic Basin is not 
going to come through for 
us,” said PortSide’s founder 
Carolina Salguero, who spent 
$125,000 refurbishing the 
Mary Whalen’s Depression- 
era hull. “Now we need help 


focusing on the future.” 

In 2009, the city’s Eco- 
nomic Development Corpo- 
ration offered PortSide the 
chance to move the Mary 
Whalen from its home at the 
Red Hook container termi- 


nal to Pier 11 — both prop- 
erties that are managed by 
the Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey. 

Supporters of the 74 -year- 
old ship — which has been a 
swaying stage for opera, his- 


toric tours and even a supper 
club since 2008 — cheered the 
proposal to dock at the unused 
pier just south of the Brooklyn 
Battery Tunnel, especially af- 
ter federal security measures 
tightened, preventing PortS- 
ide from hosting more than 
five visitors at a time and mak- 
ing it impossible for Salguero 
to stage large events or big 
fundraisers for her educa- 
tional programs. 

But the plan to steer the 
Mary Whalen into Pier 11 
hit murky waters — and 
it’s not clear who was at the 
helm when the proposal ran 
aground. 

Salguero refused to com- 
ment on why she can’t anchor 
her boat at Pier 11, saying 
only that she is desperately 
seeking help to find a new 
port. 

Jennifer Friedburg, a 


spokeswoman for the Eco- 
nomic Development Corpo- 
ration, said that the city was 
working with PortSide “to 
find an equitable solution” for 
the riverside art facility. 

The Port Authority didn’t 
respond to requests for com- 
ment, but an insider told The 
Brooklyn Paper that neither 
the city nor the waterfront 
agency are at fault — say- 
ing that Salguero didn’t se- 
cure the required fundrais- 
ing for the site. 

Salguero denied that there 
was any problem with her pa- 
perwork or fundraising, and 
said revenue really wouldn’t 
be a problem if she could 
dock at Pier 11, where the 
ship could host weddings and 
even serve as a docking sta- 
tion for tugboats. 

Betsy Haggerty, a mari- 
time journalist, said it would 


be heartbreaking to lose what 
is likely America’s only re- 
tired oil tanker-turned-art 
space. 

“The sad part about all of 
this is that there’s so much 
waterfront in New York and 
few places where you can 
dock a historic ship,” said 
Haggerty, a former presi- 
dent of the North River His- 
toric Ship Society. “The Mary 
Whalen is one of our last his- 
toric ships, and she can tell 
a great story.” 

About 30 residents showed 
up in support of the Mary 
Whalen at a community 
meeting Monday night at 
Long Island College Hos- 
pital, where Salguero asked 
for donations to keep PortS- 
ide going. 

J. J. Burkard, a Red Hook 
resident and historian, called 
on the city to save the sink- 
ing ship. 

“I would hope and pray 
that every one of us is tuned 
into the same dream to tear 
this dark cloud down that hov- 
ers over the Mary Whalen,” 
said Burkard.

Finalists picked 
for Park hotel

The pool of big-time de- 
velopers vying to build a lux- 
ury hotel at Brooklyn Bridge 
Park’s Pier 1 is down to the 
final three, says a source fa- 
miliar with the deal. 

The Dermot Company, 
Toll Brothers and Starwood 
Capital Group are still in the 
running for a mixed-use 
complex that will include a 
10-story hotel, condos, and 
a restaurant near the park’s 
primary entrance at the foot 
of Old Fulton Street, a de- 
velopment insider told The 


Brooklyn Paper. 

Extell Development, RAL 
Companies, SDS Procida, and 
Two Trees Management were 
apparently left in the dust. 

“It was a matter of deduc- 
tion — everyone knows each 
other,” said the source, who 
asked not to be identified by 
name over concerns it would 
impact negotiations. 

A Park spokeswoman 
wouldn’t confirm the short 
list, but said officials would 
pick a developer by spring. 

Whoever wins will build a 
170- to 225 -room hotel, a 150- 
to 180-unit residential build-

ing, a restaurant, and at least 
300 parking spaces, according 
to the city’s plan. Construction 
could begin in 2013. 

Community stakeholders 
were relieved to hear that their 
favorite designs remained. 

“They were the superior 
three schemes, and a lot of 


people felt that way,” said 
Jane McGroarty, Brooklyn 
Heights Association presi- 
dent and member of the park’s 
community advisory council. 
“We wanted something open, 
so there wasn’t a bulky, unwel- 
coming wall between the park 
and the development.”

Diabetes: What You Need to Know

I early 26 million Americans have diabetes, 
and two million new cases are diagnosed 
each year. Diabetes is a leading cause of 
blindness, heart disease, stroke and kidney dis- 
ease. But with some careful planning and atten- 
tion, complications of diabetes can be prevented 
and the disease can be managed or prevented 
altogether. 

There are two types of diabetes — type 1 and 
type 2. Both types affect the way in which the 
body converts food into energy. Diabetes is a 
condition in which a patient has high amounts of 
blood sugar, either because the body cannot pro- 
duce sufficient amounts of insulin, or as a result 
of improper response to insulin in the body. The 
disease stems from a problem in the pancreas, 
which is an organ that produces various enzymes 
to aid the body in the digestive process. The pan- 
creas is also responsible for converting sugar from 
food into energy through the secretion of insulin 
(a hormone that transfers glucose from the blood- 
stream to the cells). The failure of the pancreas to 
produce or secrete sufficient quantities of insulin 
results in diabetes. 

People with type 1 diabetes are born with a 
genetic predisposition to the disease and cannot 
produce the insulin needed to convert sugars from 
food (glucose) into energy. Type 1 diabetes is most 
commonly diagnosed in children (it is often re- 
ferred to as juvenile diabetes) and only five percent 
of cases fall into this category. Type 1 diabetes is 
a chronic disease that cannot be prevented or re- 
versed through lifestyle choices, although changes 
in lifestyle can help with its management. 

Type 2 diabetes is the most common type of 
diabetes. It is a chronic disease that most often 
develops through a combination of lifestyle and 
genetic factors. People with type 2 diabetes have 
two problems with insulin. The body does not 


recognize the insulin that is produced (insulin re- 
sistance) and does not produce sufficient insulin 
(secretion deficit). 

Symptoms of type 1 diabetes may include fre- 
quent urination, unusual thirst and extreme fa- 
tigue. People with type 2 diabetes may experience 
any of the type 1 diabetes symptoms, as well as 
blurred vision, numbness in the hands and feet and 
recurring bladder infections. 

Preventing or delaying the onset of type 2 dia- 
betes may be possible through maintenance of a 
healthy weight. 

Patients already diagnosed with type 1 or type 
2 diabetes can reduce the risk of developing other 
health complications, like kidney disease or high 
cholesterol by maintaining a healthy lifestyle. It is 
not possible to cure the disease, but many patients 
with diabetes live long and healthy lives if their dis- 
ease is kept under control. 

Physicians treating diabetes may also ask pa- 
tients to monitor their blood glucose levels every 
day, using a meter that evaluates the glucose level 
from a drop of the blood. If the glucose level is 
found to be too high or too low, the patient can 
make dietary changes to get the glucose back into 
a healthy range. In addition to advising patients on 
proper nutrition and exercise, a doctor may pre- 
scribe a medication to help keep glucose levels in 
check. People with type 1 diabetes need to take 
insulin on a daily basis to help control blood sugar 
and their nutritional state. 

Those that are newly diagnosed with either type 
1 or type 2 diabetes may find it helpful to speak 
with a diabetes educator to help them make grad- 
ual changes to their lifestyle. A diabetes educator 
can also answer any questions about medication 
and treatment. While diabetes is a serious condi- 
tion, with some effort patients can live enjoyable 
and comfortable lives.

Such was the case at Sunday’s third 
annual Best Wings in Brooklyn Com- 
petition, held at Red Star bar in Green- 
point, where this writer had the consider- 
able pleasure — along with reps from Yelp, 
the Daily News, Brooklyn Exposed and 
Food Curated — of judging the chicken- 
fried goods of some of the most banging 
wing slingers in the borough. 

We were joined by more than 2,000

Second place was a bone of contention 
for the judges, pitting Mulholland’s of Wil- 
liamsburg’s audaciously naked dry-rubbed 
wing against Bonnie’s of Park Slope’s tra- 
ditional, hot-sauce sluiced take. 

This judge was duly won over by an 
acidic squirt of fresh lime that topped Mul- 
holland’s entry, but — not willing to stage 
a reenactment of 12 Angry Men — even- 
tually let it go. No such battles were waged 
over the evening’s ultimate winner, how-

Living single

A bite outta the bridge 

New sandwich shop serves up open-faced tributes to an icon

H e’s got a bridge to 
sell you! 

Maimonide of 
Brooklyn is dishing out 
open-faced odes to the 
Brooklyn Bridge in sand- 
wich form — topping flat- 
bread shaped like the mon- 
ument ’s arches with kale, 
eggplant, horseradish and 
Moroccan spices. 

Just don’t call them piz- 
zas. They’re MOBs. 

“It’s been a trial to ex- 
plain to people what it is,” 
said chef Neal Harden, 
referring to the whole- 
wheat mosaics named af- 
ter the restaurant’s initials.

On March 4, the Brooklyn 
Philharmonic will teamup with legend- 
ary wordsmith Phillip 
Lopate for a concert 
that will blend the or- 
chestra’s Brooklyn-in- 
spired original score

thetical figures such as the hip-hop 
artist Yasiin Bey, (AKA Mos Def) — 
the philharmonic’s new artist-in-res- 
idence — in his short tenure. “In ad- 
dition to having its own tradition, the 
orchestra can be very versatile.” 

Brooklyn-born Lopate, who’s 
penned works of poetry and fic- 
tion as well as essays and criticism, 
will read selections from some of 
the borough’s emblematic texts — 
Walt Whitman’s “Crossing Brooklyn 
Ferry,” Paul Auster’s “The Brooklyn 
Follies,” and his own recent essay, 
“Brooklyn the Unknowable” — to 
create a musical landscape that harks 
back to the Brooklyn of past, and 
embraces the Brooklyn of present, 
where artists like the Brooklyn Phil- 
harmonic are embracing the borough 
as the city’s creative nucleus. 

“It’s important to accept that 
Brooklyn is a changing place, but 
there is still a lot that is character- 
istically ‘Brooklyn’ here,” Lopate 
said in an exclusive interview. “Al- 
though now that Brooklyn is becom- 
ing more popular, it’s going to have 
a hard time holding on to its beauti- 
ful losers mentality.” 

A changing borough has chang- 
ing musical tastes, it seems: the 
Philharmonic will play music from 
homegrown composers like Aaron 
Copeland and George Gershwin, but 
classical is not the first genre of mu- 
sic that comes to mind with Brook- 
lyn these days. 

“I would think it would be some- 
thing more like Salsa and Klezmer with 
some Blues thrown in,” said Lopate. 


Get lost in art — really! 

Artist puts her experiential art project on the Internet 
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Treasure hunt: For her year-long residency, contemporary artist 
Sal Randolph transformed her studio in Proteus Gowanus into the 
Bureau of Unknown Destinations, giving away free tickets to an 
array of adventures across the tri-state area. Now, she's entering 
the second phase of her project: DIY destination kits.

A Gowanus artist turned her studio 
into a makeshift travel agency 
— but instead of selling vaca- 
tion packages, she gave away mys- 
terious adventures. 

Now, Sal Randolph is re-creating 
the experience of her “Bureau of Un- 
known Destinations” project online, 
offering digital, downloadable, do-it- 
yourself psychogeography kits. 

“I’ve been giving away tickets in a 
sealed envelope to people and they don’t 
know where they’re going,” said Sal 
Randolph, who founded the “Bureau” 
in late 2011, as part of Proteus Gow- 
anus’s year-long exploration of artwork 
having to do with migration. 

By offering visitors to her stu- 
dio sealed envelopes containing a 
train ticket to a destination within 
two hours of New York City, a train 
timetable, a notebook to record ex- 
periences, and a short assignment 
(find one word that embodies the 
environment you visit and write it 
down, for example), Randolph set out 
to give New Yorkers a spontaneous 
experience unlike any other. 

“The main thing that giving a gift 


does is activate an unexpected situa- 
tion, or a new situation in a person’s 
life,” said Randolph, an artist-in-res- 
idence at the Union Street arts space. 
“Gifts make things happen, andl never 
know what’s going to happen. For me, 
the art happens for the person who is on 
the trip while they’re having his or her 
experience. In a sense, the person who 


makes the art is the traveller.” 

After giving away 100 tickets, 
Randolph has turned her attention 
to the wilds of the internet, where 
she aims to enable travellers both in 
New York and across the world to 
“unknow” their own environment 
and surroundings by participating 
in an adventure aided by her digi- 


tal psychogeography kits. 

The kits don’t include a train ticket, 
but they do contain seven different 
ways to randomize the experience of 
travel including a guide to shuffling 
timetables at train stations; a down- 
loadable sheet of paper that can be 
folded into a notebook; a set of cards 
with factoids and information about 
.c destinations reachable by train from 
% New York City; and suggestions for 
| adventures for those who can’t afford 
a train ticket out of the city. 

T “There’s a long tradition of exper- 

® imental art that seeks to get beyond 
~ people’s habitual ways of being, in 
hopes of having a fresh experience, 
and this is very much a part of those 
traditions,” Randolph said. “The un- 
knowing of your destination allows 
you to put aside your habits of mind 
and body for a certain period of time; 
there’s a pent up desire for the un- 
known, and to encounter that little bit 
of confusion, disorientation, anxiety 
and excitement and pleasure.”

Parenting

I t is a great thing to show 
kids how people are the 
same, everywhere. 

We don’t see my sister 
Rachel very often. She and 
her husband Aaron are on the 
move for their work on the gas 
pipeline, traversing the Pa- 
cific Northwest and beyond 
wherever the jobs should take 
them. While we have lived in 
the same duplex apartment 
in Park Slope for nearly a de- 
cade, they move constantly, 
taking up residence in one or 
another mobile-home park for 
weeks or sometimes months; 
they never know for sure. 

I hear tales of hot springs, 
see pictures ofbeautiful woods 
and waterfalls but have never 
been able to coordinate a visit 
until this past week. Finally, 
the kids’ break and my sister 
andbrother-in-laws’ coincided 
and we caught up with them 
in their latest locale: Parker, 


Arizona. It is a place, popu- 
lation just over 3,000, that I’d 
never even heard of growing 
up in the relative metropolis 
of Tucson. 

“I’m sorry, we came late and 
are stuckkindofinback,noton 
the water but over near where 
they store the other RVs,” my 
sister apologized in advance of 
our arrival. I wasn’t concerned. 
I was just excited to finally 
see her home, or at least one 
of them, the smaller of their 
two trailers that they pulled 
to Parker last year for much- 
needed R-and-R in between 
grueling gigs. 

The boys were thrilled by 
the idea of staying overnight 
in a mobile -home in the mid- 
dle of the desert, right off the 
Colorado River. To get there, 
we drove three hours from 
Phoenix through a smatter- 
ing of small dusty towns where 
cowboy hats are standard-is- 


sue to protect faces from the 
scorching sun. Even in Feb- 
ruary, with the bright blue 
sky ablaze and few trees for 
shade, high 70s can feel burn- 
ing hot.

call, it seemed pretty idyllic. 
The “snowbirds” — older folk 
from elsewhere who come to 
soak in the Arizona sun in win- 
ter — were extremely friendly 
as we took a walk past their 
waterfront homes.

They came back a bit 
later and unloaded as Aaron 
dug expertly and placed their 
findings around in a ring. We 
ate delicious authentic Mexi- 
can take-out at a picnic table 
as the fire blazed beside us. 
Even the branches we found 
to roast marshmallows were 
beautiful, zig-zagged in a way 
I’ve never seen. 

When it was time to go 
after a few days, when we’d 
overstayed our welcome on 
the plush futon bed we slept 
in happily three abreast, Os- 
car was not pleased. I thought 
maybe I wouldn’t be able to 
pry him off the couch and 
away from Kitty. Finally, he 
acquiesced. 

Back in Park Slope, the 
abundance of cafes and res- 
taurants and the buzz of con- 
stant activity is a far cry from 
Parker, and yet, strangely the 
same.

People’s Pops, a gour- 
met popsicle company, 
has toured the space and 
The Meat Hook’s Harry 
Rosenblum said the build- 
ing might be a good fit for 
a future food-related un- 
dertaking in his growing 
culinary empire. 

“This space provides 
an easy way for compa- 
nies to expand when the 
time comes,” said Rosen- 
blum. “There’s lots of dif- 
ferent types of space for ev- 
erybody, and it may allow 
for businesses to have sym- 
biotic relationships.” 


A return of manufac- 
turing to the former Pfizer 
plant was far from a fore- 
gone conclusion after the 
Viagra-makers pulled out 
of Williamsburg in 2007, 
eliminating 600 jobs and 
ending a relationship with 
Brooklyn that began in 
1849. 

One year later, public 
officials fought to seize 
the factory through em- 
inent domain and turn it 
into affordable housing. 
In 2009, Pfizer backed off 
from its own plan to rede- 
velop the 15 -acre campus 
into mixed-income hous- 
ing. 

Interest in bringing new 
life to the eight-story en- 
largement factory picked 
up again in 2009, when 
Queens-based Acumen 
Capital Partners plunked 


down the cash to keep man- 
ufacturing in Williams- 
burg. 

Acumen did not return 
calls for comment, but a 
rendering of the first floor 
of the building shows Acu- 
men’s vision, which includes 
a concert venue for hip hop 
shows and an artist’s depic- 
tion of a “Williamsburg Food 
Co-op.” 

North Brooklyn indus- 
trial advocates are sold on 
the plan to keep the site a 
space for neighborhood busi- 
nesses. 

“I’m delighted Acumen 
is dividing these into suites 
sized and priced appropri- 
ately for small food man- 
ufacturers,” said East Wil- 
liamsburg Valley Industrial 
Development Corporation’s 
Leah Archibald. “That activ- 
ity will help retain the indus- 
trial character of the build- 
ing and keep working class 
jobs in Williamsburg.”

Grimm is steeped in Wash- 
ington’s pay-to-play culture, 
where deep-pocketed com- 
panies reward a politician’s 
assistance with campaign 
donations, or shower a po- 
litical candidate with con- 
tributions to ensure that the 
lawmaker will help them in 
the future. 

But Grimm said he sees 
nothing wrong with accept- 
ing donations from Wil- 
liams Companies and Na- 
tional Grid. 

“That’s the way it’s sup- 
posed to work,” Grimm said. 
“People are going to donate if 
they think I’m doing a good 
job.” 


Political watchdog groups 
were astonished that the leg- 
islator made no qualms about 
his quid-pro-quo relationship 
with the two energy compa- 
nies. 

“It’s outrageous for a sit-

Williams Companies and Na- 
tional Grid donations, “show 
the influence of contributors, 
at a minimum, to buy access 
to [politicians].” 

The pipeline would in- 
crease National Grid’s gas

National Grid spokes- 
woman Karen Young 
wouldn’t say exactly how 
much money the new pipe- 
line will bring in for the com- 
pany, which earned $800 mil- 
lion in the first half of last 
year alone. 

But she defended the com- 
pany’s contribution, claim- 
ing that Grimm was one 
of a number of elected of- 
ficials National Grid gave 
money to in New York last 
year. National Grid also do- 
nated to the campaigns to re- 
elect Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand 
(D-New York) and Rep. Ed 
Towns (D-Fort Greene), re- 
cords show. 

“[The contributions are] 
a way for our employees to 
be involved in the political 
process and make a differ- 
ence in the communities in 
which we live and work,” 
Young said. 

Williams Companies 
will profit off the pipeline 
by charging National Grid for 
taking the gas from its mas- 
sive Atlantic Ocean supply 
line, according to company 
spokesman Chris Stockton, 


who wouldn’t provide fur- 
ther details. 

But Stockton also denied 
that company’s donation to 
Grimm had anything to do 
with the bill he sponsored, 
saying it was based solely on 
his two-year track record in 
Congress. 

“We never make a con- 
tribution with the expecta- 
tion that it will lead to favors 
or otherwise favorable treat- 
ment,” Stockton said. 

The multi-billion dollar 
company also donated cam- 
paign cash to Gillibrand, as 
well as Rep. Steve Israel (D- 
Long Island) and dozens of 
other lawmakers from around 
the country last year. 

Grimm proposed build- 
ing the pipeline — which 
requires federal approval 
since it would run through 
the Gateway National Rec- 
reation Area, the borough’s 
only national park — last 
July. The House approved 
Grimm’s bill earlier this 
month. 

The Senate has yet to 
schedule a vote on the bill 
since it must first be ap- 
proved by the Committee 
on Energy and Natural Re- 
sources, where the law is un- 
der review, a senate spokes- 
man said. 

Once the pipeline is given 
the green light, contractors 
will rip up Flatbush Avenue 
from Avenue U to a proposed 
meter station in an existing 
hangar at Floyd Bennett Field 
— an urban oasis used by 
birders, sports teams and 
campers. 

The Bloomberg adminis- 
tration is backing the project
